MONTHLY REPORT OF THE

COUNTY AGRICULTURALAQENT

For tho Porlod Oct.Jl. to Nov. n,'2l

Tho major projocts given atten-
tion during tho porlod of this re-

port woro dairying, poultry and
marketing. Work was also dono In
dratnago, livestock feeding, In pre
liminary arrangements for hortlcul
tural nnd economics demon
strations mooting and in socurlng
exhibits for tho Stato Corn Show
and land products show. Tho usual
amount of routine work was atten-
ded to.

DAIRYINO. Arrnngomonts woro
mado In cooporatlon with tho farm
bureau dairy and livestock commit-
tees for sovou demonstration meet-
ings in tho Judging of dutry cattle,
Extonslon Specialist N. C. Jemlngs,
was socured and gavo loctures and
demonstrations In connection with
this work. woro held at
Outarlo, Nyssa, Adrian, Orogon
Slopo, Vale, Boutta and Malheur,
the total attendanco bolng 175 per-

sons. Tho county club leador as
sisted lu tho last three by
taking tho to tho placos of
mooting. Somo asslstanco was giv-

en farmors ot the Ltncoin
district In forming a bull club to so-eu-ro

pure brod Jersey stro. Consid
tlmo was dovoted to confer

ences with officials ot tho farm bur-
eau, the Ontario Commercial Club,
and business men and farmers of dif-

ferent soctlons ot tho county In re-
gard to tho need of more dairy cat-

tle in tbo alfalfa growing sections
of the county and tho advisability
ot forming a loan association for
the purposo of financing would-b- e

purchasers.
POULTRY. Work in this depart-me- nt

consisted of holding two call-
ing demonstrations meetings, one at
Vale and tho other at Jamleson, with
a momber of the farm bureau poul
try commlttoe, Mr, Graham Park as
Instructor, In order that the poul- -
trymon ot communities might
socure some help of tho advantages
ot the Instruction given by Mr,
Cosby as reported In last months
work. thirty persons attend
ed these demonstrations. Prelim-
inary to further work for
the poultrymen under the guidance
ot Extension Specialist II. R. Cosby,
a poultry demonstration farm was
arranged for as a result of an
agreement between A. B. Cain of
Cairo community, Farm Bureau
Chairman of poultry, and extension
sorvlce officials. The dato tor a

ltttle of the Ontario Commercial
Club, spoke on tho need for more
dairy cattle and tho possibility ot It
bolng possible to organize an assoc-
iate to finance purchasers of dairy
cattle. At the conclusion of the
mooting the appointment ot a com-
mittee ofthree was authorized by
those In attendance, for the purpose
ot investigating tho marketing ot
hay and taking such action as seems
necessary the circumstances.

With tho oxccptlon
ot a fow plats, a stand ot ryo had
not boon secured from tho soodlng
dono in Soptomber. Very little
swoot clovor was to bo found. Two
visits woro made to tho southeast
dralnago district west ot Ontario to
Inspect tho construction work In
progross thoro by moans of sluicing.
Oood progress Is being mado altho
somo difficulty had boen experienced
In cutting thru the hard pan stratus,
Also a mlstako In location was mado
and tho canal outlot had to bo

aftor a considerable work had
bson dono. Tho cost, howovor, Is
far less than tho dredging method
and will probably be less as tho work
advances and experience Is gained
by tho workmen.

In this work tho farm bureau hor-
ticultural commlttoe Is making local
arrangements. Preliminary arrang-ment- s

wore also made with the coun- -

ty chairman on women's projects,
Mrs. Bruce Roster, nnd with tho
stato loador of homo economics ex-

tension work, Mrs. McComb, for'
sotno community demonstration
nicotines on child nutrition in Do-

combor, nnd sotuo tnllllnary schools
next Fobruary.

of 778 copies; 10 demonstration
meetings woro held with a total

of nbout 216 persons; 18
farm vIbUb and 10 visits at demon-
strations woro mado; 11 articles
woro written for tho local press and
10 for tho farm bureau Nows; 14
days woro spont In tho offlco nnd 10
days In tho field.

POPULAR PROJECT WITH '

CLU11 MEMBERS ,

Four Dairy Hord Record Hoop-
ing Clubs havo boon organlsod with-
in tho Inst two wookR In this county.
"It I'm going to havo to help dad
milk tho now cows ho Is buying I
want to know If thoy nro making
monoy", Is tho way ono youthful
dairyman expressed It when enrol-
ling with ono of theso clubs.

Each member selects nt loast two
cows, elthor his own or his neigh-
bors, and koops accurato records on
thorn for a porlod ot six months.
Tho rocord of each cow Included tho
buttor;fat, labor and food rocords,
becauso It Is necssary to havo all
threo In ordor to know exactly what
tho cow Is doing. Tho buttorfat ro-

cord Is found by wolghlng and test-
ing tho milk ovory two weeks. Tho
feed record Is nn ostlmato ot tho hay
and pasture, but accurato wolghts
of all grain, root crops, etc., nro
mado onco a month.

During tho project year sovoral
trips aro mado to score dairy barns
and oqulpomont and a llmltod tlmo
Is spent In Judging dairy cows.

Tho clubs which havo boon organ-
ized at tho prosont tlmo aro at Oro-
gon Slopo, Whlto 8ettlomont, Big
Bend and Valloy View.
